In 
this dilemna, with the descending boat com- 
ing on them, the Archer was made to take 
the shore or upper bar to avoid a collision 
and at this time the Die Vernon struck her 
amidships on the larboard side, crashing 
through ber guards and bull. 7 
One of our informants states that the Die 
Vernon at the moment of striking, was back- 
ing water. but was borne headlong on by 
the rapid current and her heavy weight. 
Had she been under full head of steam she 
must, according to his opinion, have passed 
‘right over her. The passengers, chiefly 
comprised of emtyrants to Iowa and Iilinois, 
were mepieg on the boiler deck and engine 
(room, and of some forty or fifty, together 
with ten of the deck hands, at least twenty- 
eight or thirty were either crushed by the 
collision) or drowned. 
The Archer sunk in about twenty minutes 
to her cabin floor; but the Die Vernon suf- 
fered but little loss and came on to the city. 
The books of the Archer were unfortunate- 
ly lost, and the names of the persons lost 
are at present unknown. The following are 
however known to have been on board as 
deck passengers: James Smyers, Sen.; 
Jane Smyers, Mary Smyers, Caroline Smy- 
ers; Susan Dick; James Symers, Jr.; Mar- 
garet Ann Symers; Sarah Smyers; Ellen 
Symers; an American family, and an Irish 
family, comprising fourteen persons, with 
some four or five other passengers, are lost.
